He uses electric fences and ro¬ 
tates the cattle to new fields fre¬ 
quently. He uses frequent appli¬ 
cations of frtilizer to keep the 
pastures growing. 

At 10:30 there will be a brief 
stop at the Kiwanis pasture dem¬ 
onstration on Index Hill. 

At 11:00 the group will stop at 
C. A. Fugate’s farm one mile be¬ 
low Grassy Creek on the Long 
Branch road. Mr. Fugate was the 
1952 county master pastureman. 
He has some hill land that was 
seeded last spring. He also so-A-ed 
several acres of alfalfa and a 
field of red clover for hay this 
year. Mr. Fugate has a herd of 
well-bred, grade Hereford cattle 
to graze his pastures. 


Free Lunch 

The West Liberty Kiwanis club 
will serve sandwiches and cold 
drinks at Mr. Fugate’s place at 
noon. Tiiese will be provided 
free by the club. 

A discussion period will follow 
the lunch. After that there will 
be a visit to the farm of Charles 
E. Cecil, near the Wolfe county 
line on the Hazel Green road. 
Mr. Cecil has a very fine herd of 
registered Jersey cows. He is 
just completing facilities to pro¬ 
duce grade-A milk. 

The final stop will be at Sam 
Cecil's whose farm is just south 
of Charles Edward’s. Mr. Cecil 
has a very productive field of 
alfalfa, a herd of registered Here¬ 
ford cattle and a large area of 
good pastures, stressing orchard 
grass. 

Morgan county has every fea¬ 
ture needed to be a prominent 
pasture and livesock county. Evc- 
p’ person in Morgan county is 
invited to sec how these farmers 
are building, maintaining and u.s- 
ing good pastures.

MOREHEAD, Ky.—Officials of 
a firm intending to locate a 2^- 
million-d o 11 a r wood chemical 
manufacturing plant in Kentucky, 
were in Morehead last week look¬ 
ing over prospective plant sites 
and making investigation into the 
quantity of waste wood. 

Morehead’s Board of Trade has 
compiled several reports for the 
company, setting out local tim¬ 
ber resources, labor, transporta¬ 
tion, utilities, etc. 

End product of the concern 
would be furfural, a high priced 
chemical much in demand in the 
manufacture of plastics. One of 
the by-products is charcoal, par¬ 
ticularly adaptable for tobacco 
^uring in the light burley belt. 

B The plant would use 30,()00 
B)rds of wood annually, consist¬ 
ing of hardwood slate, butts, 
ends, tre tops, etc. It will be the 
first of its kind in America, but 
part of its processes have been 
successfully used in Europe. 

The company has been working 
on the project for two years and 
a survey of a likely plant site has 
been underway for six months. 
It is known they plan to defin¬ 
itely locate in Kentucky, and 
Morehead is one of the sites un- , 
der most consideration.

Captain Barber was ordered to 
fight his way back to another 
relieving force that was about to 
leave Hagaru-ri. The force 
would move north until it con¬ 
tacted Fox Company as we moved 
south. Together the two units 
would return to Hagaru-ri. At 
least that was the plan. 

There w’as just one catch. It 
meant that Fox Company would 
have to travel light, abandon our 
dead, possibly most of the wound¬ 
ed, destroy all the equipment 
except that which we could carry. 
All this plus the loss of the vital 
pass which might doom the 8,000 
Marines fighting every precious 
step of their way south to this 
very spot. But what else could 
Captain Barber do? We were 
low on rations, low on medical 
i supplies, and we were low on 
i ammunition. I doubt if we had 
I enough ammo to hold out against 
a sustained offensive, 
j Captain Barber made his fateful 
I decision. 

I He requested permission for 
j Fox Company to stand fast, and 
; to hold the pass open for the 
Fifth and Seventh Marines fight¬ 
ing their way south. He reported 
the situation on casualties, sup¬ 
plies, and ammunition. Ho argu- 
1 ed in behalf of his strategic 
position and promised that if he 
could be supplied by air drop he 
could hold the pass. 

I He convinced them at Division, 
j Permission for Fox Company to 
; stay on the hill was granted. 

Fox Conkpany, to a man, was 
aware of the chances of any of 
us getting out alive. We would 
i fight to the last rather than give 
I up the pass. We were determined 
to hold it until Colonel Litzen- 
berg arrived with the regimental 
column from Yudam-ni. 

I 1,000 Dead Commies 

I As we counted noses, we found 
j that we had incurred about 25 
I per cent casualties during the 
i previous night. We estimated that 
i we killed 1,000 Commies. Now 
that the enemy was spread out. 
we were gambling that they 
couldn’t build another offensive. 

The Communist threat didn’t 
bother us too much. Captain 
Barber kept us so occupied with 
the tasks at hand that we had no 
time for fear. We were like a 
boxer between rounds waiting for 
the bell to start the next skirm¬ 
ish. Fox Company found itself 
poseessed of a new spirit born of 
battle. 

About noon, the Australian Air 
Force gave us a breathing spell 
and lifted our spirits by rocket¬ 
ing, strafing, and dropping na¬ 
palm on the enemy strongpoint, 
the Rock of Gibraltar. For good 
measure the Aussies strafed the 
area immediately to our south. 

That afternoon the Reds tested 
the platoon on our right with a 
determined attack. Captain Bar¬ 
ber was in the middle of the 
fight, helping the platoon leader. 
He was ordering men up, encour¬ 
aging them, and asking for mor¬ 
tars out front. Then he was hit 
in the leg. 

As the fighting eased up, he 
took time to have the wound 
dressed, but charged back to his 
position. He had been hurt more 
than he thought. 

To favor his wounded leg. Cap¬ 
tain Barber was moving about 
with the aid of a crutch made 
from a forked branch. Wherever 
the fighting was that third night, 
there was the Captain and his 
crutch. 

Some Marines had to be oi'- 
dered back to the aid station to 
have their wounds dressed. It 
became hard to ke^ tabs on 
squad strength. In.spired by their 
Captain, Marines began to desert 
the aid station and return to the 
front-line positions. Those still 
able to fire a weapon did so, 
while other wounded men helped 
load ammunition belts. 

“If the Captain can keep go¬ 
ing, I guess I can keep going, 
too,” said one of my buddies. 

During the next two days and 
nights of sleepless, freezing night¬ 
mare, the Reds made a number 
of attacks. Fox Company repuls¬ 
ed them all. We chalked up 
another 750 enemy dead. 

Meartwhile Captain Barber was 
moving slower as the pain in his 
leg increased. But he was still 
directing the defense. We were 
more than holding our own. 

Marine Corsairs from the First 
Marine Aircraft Wing came in 
and repeated the strafing and 
bombing of the Big Rock. The 
Rock of Gibraltar really buttoned 
up when the Marine plane buzzed 
the hill. I’ll never forget one 
Marine pilot, who after he pound¬ 
ed the Rocl^lew low and dipped 
his wings in salute to us. 

The third day, a helicopter 
came in twice to take the wound¬ 
ed out before enemy fire drove 
it off. Captain Barber was sup- 


i posed to go, but he refused to be 
j evacuated. He said, “I led my 
I men up this hill; I’ll stay to lead 
them out.” 

Captain Barber was literally 
crawling from position to posi¬ 
tion, encouraging his men. He 
didn’t have to do this but his 
example was the greatest inspir¬ 
ation we could have had! 

I remember Captain Barber 
calling a meeting of the company 
officers and the noncoms. He 
kept no secrets. He told us of the 
situation at Yudam-ni, then about 
the situation at Yudam-ni, then 
about the situation at Hagaru-ri. 
He recalled the relief celief col¬ 
umns that twice tried to get 
through to us, and about our 
casualties. He reported how low 
we were on food, on ammunition, 
and medical supplies. He then 
straightened up to his full stature 
on his crutch and said if we 
fought like the Marines we were 
there was nothing to worry 
about. 

One of the several air drops 
that we desperately needed came 
that day. It landed closer to the 
enemy position than ours. 

That night Captain Barber 
called on Lt. Wright to lead a 
ten-man detail out to recover the 
mortar ammunition and hand 
grenades that were in the air 
drop. We were to go out un¬ 
armed. This way we could carry 
more ammo back with us, per 
trip. 

The Captain said we would go 
unarmed with the exception of 
I his own knife. The knife would 
i be uesd to cut the ammo boxes 
1 from their parachutes. The Cap- 
j tain said we would have to iden- 
I tify the boxes by touch in the 
' darkness. We would have to 
, keep close to each other, obser\'e 
silence. Meanwhile he would or- 
I der a pattern of 60mm mortars 
! to button up the Rock of Gibral- 
i tar. The battery of the 11th Ma- 
' rines at Hagaru-ri would place 
1 a curtain of 105mm shells be- 
! tween the enemy and the air- 
' drop. 

j In Pitch Dark 

I Our job was easier than we an- 
I ticipat^. As we left the friendly 
: lines it was pitch dark. I fell 
: over a dead Commie in front of 
I our position, but 1 managed to 
keep from making any noise. We 
arrived at the airdrop, cut the 
cords holding the ammunition 
I boxes, and took off for home 
! base. The ammunition boxes, 
fortunately, had rope on the sides 
of them, so I carri^ two boxes— 
one under my arm and the other 
over my shoulder. We had to 
1 make only one trip. 

I Another day passed, and Cap- 
I tain Barber was being carried on 
i a stretcher by four of us. His 
I le gwound was worse. 

I helped carry the stretcher to 
I the front line piositions. We all 
[ took turns. He stc^xped at all 
! the positions and checked the 
I fields of fire. At each position, 

I he would pull out freshly opened 
! cigarettes and thrust them in 
front of a Marine. 

The Marines at each position 
took a cigarette, each, and the 
look between the Captain and 
the .Marines taking the cigarettes 
was all the conversation neces¬ 
sary. 

The fighting spirit in Fox Com¬ 
pany hit a new high. We started 
building bigger fires, and all 
hands enjoyed ood hot coffee. 
The Communists’ attack subsided. 

But the halt in the fighting was 
temporary. That night, Nov. 30, 
the Reds started pouring mortar 
fire into our area. Captain Bar¬ 
ber requested Captain Ben Read's 
105mm howitzer battery to fire a 
mission against the harassing 
mortars. The four registering 
rounds of the battery eliminated 
the enemy target. Captain Read 
couldn’t believe it. 

The Fifth and Seventh Marinos 
fought their weary way from Yu- 
dam-ni to Toktong Pass. Lt. Col. 
Ra.vmond G. Davis, who had the 
1st Battalion, Seventh Marines, 
was leading the 8000 Marines 
back. He made radio contact with 
Captain Barber as they came 
within the vicinity of the Rock 
of Gibraltar, 

“Fight Like .Marines” 

Captain Barber located his po¬ 
sition to Lt. Col. Davis, warned 
him of the snipers on the Rock of 
Gibraltar, and offered to send a ‘ 
patrol to lead the battalion onto | 
the ridge. I guess the cock Fox i 
Company spirit had hit C 'tain j 
Barber. ! 

The regimental column ■ ade 
it without the assistance of red 
by Captain Barber, and ar ;nd 
noon on Dec. 2, the Fifth nd 
Seventh Marines atop Tok mg 
Pass gave full meaning to \ hat 
Captain Barber had said; “You | 
fight like the Marines you are | 
and there’ll be nothing to wor- ■ i 
about.” ' 

We left the ridge. Eighty-tv.o 
of the original 220 Marines ot 
took our equipment, wounde'. 
Fox Company walked away. W’ 
and our dead. The dead and 
wounded were transported, the 
balance walked as we fought and 
stumbled through the blinding 
snow to Hagaru-ri. The Com- i 
mies could not stop us. 

We stopped at Hagaru-ri and 
rested for two days before nwv- ; 
ing out for Koto-ri. At Koto-rl 
we were to reorganize^be resup¬ 
plied and evacuate the wounded 
before fighting our way to Hung- 
nam. I never reached Koto-ri. 
Between Hagaru-ri and Koto-ri, 
two Conrmy bullets got me. I was 
evacuated by air. 

On August 20, 1062, at the

We were 220 Marines surround¬ 
ed by two thousand Communist 
soldiers. Relief columns coming 
to our aid had twice been driven 
back. Our ammunition was run¬ 
ning low, casualties were heavy. 
It was a fight against time. 

This was the situation on the 
second day as Captain William E. 
Barber, our Fox Company com¬ 
mander, estimated our chances. 

Fox Company, during Novem¬ 
ber, was holding the high ground 
atop Toktong Pass in Korea. Con¬ 
trol of this high ground would 
give 8,000 Marines cut off at Yu¬ 
dam-ni a fighting chance to slug 
their way back to us and the 
Chosin Reservoir area and re¬ 
group for the 1st Marine Divi¬ 
sion’s breakout to the sea. 

Captain Barber had finished 
World War II wearing the Silver 
Star Medal for outstanding brav¬ 
ery at Imo Jima. One of the 
first orders he gave was during 
weather so cold that all the men 


hear Captain Barber bellowing 
orders to the platoon on our 
right. Through all the clamor 
came the foreign noise of Red 
burp guns firing. 

As the enemy increased their 
volume of fire. Captain Barber 
called for our 6()mm mortars to 
open up on the enemy. 

Soon the shells whistled over¬ 
head as the mortar crew behind 
us rigged a curtain of fire be¬ 
fore the advancing Commies. 

Meanwhile Marines who had 
been in their sleeping bags mom¬ 
ents before now manned positions 
to arwait the full fury of the 
enemy’s charge. 

It was a frontal attack on our 
main position. We chopped them 
down. As they fell, more enemy 
charged our position. They too 
fell. 

Another enemy charge was 
forming, then the yells and the 
bugle blaring increased as they 
charged headlong into our posi¬ 
tion. 

Our machine gunner held his 
fire until the Reds swarmed in 
front of him. Then he opened up. 
Just like hitting tenpins. 

But the Reds p'anned this at¬ 
tack in depth. As one Commie hit 
the snow, it seemed there were 
three behind him. They kept 
moving forward. 

As the wounded and dying ene¬ 
my piled up in front of our posi¬ 
tion their bodies gave them the 
protection of a barricade. Thus 
they came closer to our position. 
The closer they came, the louder 
they yelled. 

Enemy grenades started falling 
in our area. The enemy had our 
range, and were concentrating 
automatic fire on our position 
with telling results. Our machine 
gun craw was put out of action 
by a grenade. 

We now were firing point- 
blank. We were shooting from 
still were attacking in hordes, 
the hip position. The Commies 
As the Reds overran our position, 
I was using my M-1 rifle as a 
club. 

I realized that we were cut off 
from the rest of Fox Company. 
We had lost contact with our 
platoon leader, and sought to con¬ 
solidate our position by taking 
cover in a nearby wooded area. 

Captain Barber had moved his 
command post to this clump of 
trees and could distinguish his 
face as he talked by radio to the 
Division Headquarters at Hagaru- 
ri. The Captain was giving them 
a rejxirt of the fight, and request¬ 
ing artillery fire in the area 
northeast of us by the big rock 
we called the Rock of Gibraltar. 

It was an oval-shaped giant 
rising from the valley with an 
abrupt cliff on the southeastern 
side. From the top of the rock 
the enemy could look down on 
our throats. The Red attacks 
formed at the base of the Rock. 
(Later, we called it Fox Hill for 
the ofheial records.) 

“What are you doing here?” 
Captain Barber demanded as he 
walked up to the balance of our 
fire team concealed in the woods. 

The sergeant of our fire team 
said, “The machine gun crew was 
knocked out so we moved back 
here for bettter cover.” 

“Get back to your position 
There’s no other place to go,” 
ordered the Captain. 

At the time, I didn’t get the 
impact of his order, but a little 
later the platoon on our right 
turned their guns and fired to 
their rear at about a 120 degree 
angle. They cleaned out an enemy 
pocket that had broken through 
our defense. 

We scrambled back to our orig¬ 
inal machine gun position and 
spotted the R^s lugging away 
Our first impulse was

White House in Washington, D. C.. 
I saw my old Fox Company com¬ 
mander. He had been promoted 
to Major. He was to receive the 
Congressional Medal of Honor 
for his action while commanding 
Fox Company on Tok-tong Pass 
in Korea. 

The last sentence of the cita¬ 
tion read: 

“His profound faith and cour¬ 
age, great personal valor and un¬ 
wavering fortitude were decisive 
factors in the successful with¬ 
draw! of the Division from the 
deathtrap in the Chosin Reservoir 
sector, and reflect the highest 
credit upon Major Barber, his in¬ 
trepid officers and men in the 
United States Naval Service.” 

President Harry S. Truman 
then placed the Congressional 
Medal of Honor around his neck 
while Major Barber’s wife. lone 
and his children, Sharon 7, and 
John 3. looked on. 

Photographers were all over 
the place. I wanted to see him 
again for old times’ sake, but I 
wasn’t sure that he would re¬ 
member me. The photographers 
had completed their work when 
Major Barber said, “I’d like a 
picture for our family scrapbook. 
How about taking a picture now 
for me?” 


The photographers agreed. 

Major Barber then looked di¬ 
rectly at me and said, “Come 
here. Nick, 1 want a picture of 
you in my scrapbook." I couldn’t 
speak or move. 

The Major gripped my hand, 
and told the photographers: 

"Staff Sergeant Nick Rodri¬ 
guez was the best goshdarned 
runner in Fox Company! Y’know, 
this Medal belongs to Fox Com¬ 
pany, I’m just representing the 
outfit.” 

Well, I guess that’s the story. 
By the way, where do you think 
Major Barber is stationed? He’s 
at the .Marine Corps Recruit De¬ 
pot, San Diego, California, super¬ 
vising recruit training. 

He might be a little rough on 
the recruits in his Battalion, but 
when they complete their train¬ 
ing, they will know they are 
Marines. And, if they ever make 
a do-or-die stand like Fox Com- 
fjany did, their chances of win¬ 
ning will be greatly improved. 

It’s men like Major Barber who 
make the U. S. Marines great.

parkas to keep the water from 
i freezing. 

That morning. Captain Barber 
said; “All hands will shave.” 

We shaved, but the next day 
I the weather took a turn for the 
; worse, and we were spared the 
i agony of shaving. 

1 His next order was to set up 
! improvised rifle range to test- 
j fire our weapons. 

I I took a dim view of the pro¬ 
ceedings. I was on my second 
hitch in the Marines and had 
drawn pay as an expert rifleman. 
Nevertheless I fired at the dis- 
' carded ammunition boxes and tin 
cans that we used as targets. 

It was around this time, Nov. 

’ 26, that Fox Company was given 
' the mission of keeping the frozen 
, mountain pass open so supplies 
! could be moved up to the Marines 
■ at Yudam-ni. 

I We set out from Hagaru-ri, and 
' arrived at our destination without 
incident. Captain Barber had 
already made a reconnissance of 
the surrounding area. As he re- 
connoitered, he realized that this 
vital high ground had command 
of all the twists and turns in the 
only supply route to the Marines 
at Yudam-ni. 

As the 220 Marines in our out- 
I fit arrived that afternoon at Tok- 
I tong Pass, Captain Barber called 
the platoon leaders to him, as¬ 
signed the different areas, and 
set up a perimeter defense on the 
ridge against a possible attack. 

Digging our defensive positions 
was the first order. The captain 
wanted the positions dug before 
nightfall. We dug with unwonted 
enthusiasm. Our main reason was 
to get shelter from the numbing, 
27-degrees-below-z e r o weather, 
and the heavy snow which was 
coming down. 

Captain Barber was checking 
and re-checking on*- defensive 
positions, defermining the fields 
of fire for the machine guns and 
placing the 60mm mortars. Our 
digging went slowly. The ground 
was frozen, and only after crack¬ 
ing the ice layer above the ground 
could we reach the frozen sod. 

Here They Come 
Captain Barber put the com¬ 
pany on a fifty-fifty basis. Half 
the men would stay on duty 
against a possible enemy attack, 
and the other half would try to 
get some sleep. 

I was part of a fire team 
guarding the machine gun on the 
left flank of the ridge. There was 
no sight or sound of an enemy. 
There was only the horrible cold 
and the snow that piled up on the 
poncho over our position. 

It was about 2 A M. that I 
heard a Marine shout, “Here they 
came!” 

As the Corrunies closed with 
our outposts, the angry rattle of 
small-arms fire and the muzzle 
flashes of many weapons ripped 
the darkness. 

The banging of our BAR’S and 
M-l’s could be heard over the 
rat-tat-tat of the 30-c a 11 b r e 
Browning machine guns. I could 
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our gun, 
to toss a fragmentation grenade 
and put them out of action. But 
we didn’t want to damage the 
machine gun. We killed them 
with small arms fire, set the 
machine gun in position and re¬ 
sumed mowing down the attack¬ 
ing enemy. 

Captain Barber directed the 
defense by being everywhere at 
once. He was at the CP, at our 
position, over on our left, over 
on our right. He was calling to 
the rear for mortar fire. He 
spurred us to fight as we never 
knew we could fight. And he did 
twice the amount that he asked 
of his iMarines. 

There are always a few men 
in an outfit that withhold judg¬ 
ment of the skipper until he is 
under fire. Those few who had 
withheld their decision on Cap- 
' tain Barber now had no doubts. 
With him they felt invincible, 
I suppose. Anyway, we beat back 
the enemy. 

As the sunless dawn came, the 
fighting subsided. We took time 
to consolidate cur position. Orr 
warming tent had become an 
improvised aid station, and the 
casualties were placed there. 

Continuous Sniper Fire 

The Commies were all around 
us. Their sniper fire from the 
Rock of Gibraltar was continu¬ 
ous. The only consolation was 
that the enemy had spread their 
lines around us, thus thinning the 
number of troo(>s that they could

Congressman Says 
Many 4th Class Post 
Offices May Be Cut 

Congressman John C. Watts of 
the Sixth District, announced he 
had been advised by the Post 
Office Department that surveys 
are being made in 19 of the 20 
counties of his district for the 
purpose of diiscontinuing many 
fourth class post offices. 

Representatives Watts stated 
that, while he was in favor of 
economy in government and felt 
that in some instances fourth- 
class post offices could be dis¬ 
continued without adverse affect 
on the mail services and on the 
community, yet in most places in 
the Sixth District the fourth-class 
post office was rendering a real 
public service to people living in 
the crossroads area. 

He stated that the fourth-class 
post office has long played a very 
important role and has been the 
hub of the community life and 
the closing of such offices would 
be more harmful than benefic¬ 
ial.

Prepare Plant Beds In 
Fall, Advises Farmer 

Fall prepared tobacco plant 
are superior to spring prepared 
beds, acording to a report given 
Claude Christian, assistant county 
agent, by Arlie Nickell. farmer 
of the Lacy Creek community. 

Mr. Nickell stated that he pre¬ 
pared one bed last fall using 
cyanamid acording to the Exten¬ 
sion Service plans. This spring 

made will not be commensurate 
with the harm done to the com¬ 
munity.

he burned another bed within 
three feet of the cyanamid bed. 
He treated both beds exactly the 
same, which included a blue- 
stone treatment for wild fire. 

These are the results that he 
obtained: 

The fall bed treated with cy¬ 
anamid was bothered very little 
by wildfire and produced strong, 
healthy plants that were avail¬ 
able to set at an early date. 

The spring burned bed was al¬ 
most a complete failure due to 
the atack of wildfire. The plants 
that were available were poor 
ones. 

Mr. Nickell says that in com¬ 
paring the two beds that the 
cyanamid bed produced by far 
the healthiest plants. It was 
necessary to weed the cyanamid 
bed which was probably due to 
the dry fall last year and the 
excess nitrogen remaining in the 
soil, thus causing weeds to grow 
rapidly during the spring. 

The production of Kentucky 31 
fescue seed is growing into a top 
state money crop. Growth and 
marketing of the seed netted over 
three million dollars for Ken¬ 
tucky farmers last year.

IG.L’s Who Get Loans 
j After Aug. 31 To Not 
Receive Gratuity Pay 

’The V'^eterans Administration 
this week announced that in 
compliance with Public Law 194, 
83rd Congres, gratuity payments 
will not be made to veterans who 
obtain G1 loans after August 31, 
1953. 

Previously, veterans who ob¬ 
tained GI loans were given a 
gratuity payment equal to 4 per¬ 
cent of the guaranteed portion 
of the loan up to a maximum of 
$160. These payments were cred¬ 
ited to the veterans’ loan ac¬ 
counts by the lenders. 

Where loans have been initia¬ 
ted prior to the cut-off date, VA 
said that gratuity payments may 
be made after August 31, 1953, 
only if the loans fall within the 
following categories: 

1. A loan on which VA has is¬ 
sued an evidence of guaranty or 
insurance or has issued a certi¬ 
ficate of commitment dated prior 
to Sept. 1, 1953. 

2. A loan which has been 
closed and actually paid out in 
full prior to Sept. 1, 1953, by a 
supervised lender. 

3. A VA direct loan which has 
been closed or VA has issued a 
notice of approval or a commit¬ 
ment prior to the cut-off date.

Emergency Livestock 
Loans Available To 
Farmers In Kentucky 


Sales Report Of The 
Farmers Stock Yards 
At Flemingsburg, Ky,

Emer,;ency livestock loans, as 
authorized by recent legislation, 
are now available to eligible 
farmers in Kentucky, Elarl May- 
hcw. Farmers Home Administra¬ 
tion State Director, announces. 

These loans will be made to 
established producers and feed¬ 
ers of cattle, sheep and goats, 
provided they have good records 
of operation, have a reasonable 
chance to succeed and are unable 
tc obtain needed credit from 
other sources to continue their 
normal operations. Such loans 
will not be made to carry on 
commercial feed lot operations, 
to refinance existing debts except 
for payment of current incidental 
bills, or to enable a borrower to 
start livestock operations. 

Sjiecial livestock loans will bear 
5 percent interest and may be 
made for periods up to 3 years. 
Borrowers will be expected to 
repay the loans as rapidly as 
they can. Each loan must be se¬ 
cured in the full amount by the 
personal obligation and available 
security of the borrower. The 
Government will not require 
present creditors to subordinate 
their liens, but borrowers will be 
expected to obtain standby agree¬ 
ments from their present credit¬ 
ors so they will have a chance 
to work out of their difficulties. 
Also, present creditors must be 
willing for a portion of the bor¬ 
rower’s livestock income to be 
paid on the Government loan. 

Secretary of .Agnculture Ezra 
Taft Benson has designated the 
Farmers Home Administration as 
the agency to handle this emer¬ 
gency credit program, and has 
made Administrator R. B. Mc- 
Leaish administratively respon¬ 
sible for it at the national level. 
However, all loans must be ap¬ 
proved by the special livestock 
loan committees appointed by the 
Secretary. 

To serve as a temporary State 
special livestock loan committee 
for Kentucky, Secretary Benson 
has named the following: Earl 
Mayhew, State Director, Farmers 
Home .Administration; Frank J. 
Welch. State Director of Exten¬ 
sion. and Ciarence L. Miller, of 
the State PMA committee. 

Application forms may be ob¬ 
tained at any county office of the 
Farmers Home Administration or 
from other established lenders in 
the area. They may be filed 
with the local county FHA super¬ 
visor or directly with the state 
special livestock loan committee. 

The county office serving El¬ 
liott, Rowan, Carter and Boyd is 
located in the court house at 
Morehead.

WASHINGTON —Many lower 
income families will find they 
are paying more federal taxes 
next year despite a 10 percent re¬ 
duction in the individual income 
taxes set for Jan. 1. 

The explanation: An automatic 
increase in social .security taxes, 
which Congress has decided to 
let take effect on the same date. 

In some cases, the social se¬ 
curity boost more than offsets 
the reduction in income taxes. 

President Eisenhower asked the 
lawmakers to cancel the social 
security tax increase, but admin¬ 
istration didn’t press the matter 
and Congress took no action. 

A powerful group of lawmak¬ 
ers apparently was ready to try 
to block Eisenhower’s proposal on 
the theory that the tax boost is 
needed to safeguard death and 
retirement benefits for millions 
of persons under social security 
laws. 

Congressional tax authorities 
estimate the 10 percent reduction 
in individual income taxes, for 
example, will save $13.20 a year 
for a married couple with two 
children and an income of $3,000 
a year. 

The tax cut would be reflected 
after Jan. 1 in pay checks subject 
to the withholding plan. 

But the same checks will re¬ 
flect an increase in withholding 
for social security. The boost on 
workers is from 1 percent with¬ 
held now, to 2 percent. Employ¬ 
ers must pay at the same in¬ 
creased rate. 

So for the $3,000 income fam¬ 
ily, the social security increase 
will amount to $15 a year—or 
$1.80 more than the income tax 
reduction. 

A married couple with no de¬ 
pendents and $1,500 income would 
gain $6.60 from the income tax 
cut. But the same couple would 
pay $7.50 more in the social se¬ 
curity tax increase. Net loss: 90 
cents. 

The tax effect doesn’t apply to 
higher income families, because 
they pay more income taxes and 
thus get a bigger dollar reduc¬ 
tion. 

But the social security tax is 
limited to the first $3,600 of in¬ 
come. So the maximum social 
security increase will be $18 pei 
year.
